AbaALBUX RALDiC wILL be CPakalibo FROM Gab Srach OhUGT Le CULUMbIA. 
AStronaus or. Cwen Garriott, wOLFL nas been granted tentative 
permission from NASA to use 2 meter FM from the orbiter curing the 
ofS-9 missicn, scheduled for Gctober of 16843. Fresent plans call 
for Garriott to use a low power rig such as a haney talky or a 
"Glack box" constructed in the ARRL Lub. The radio will be req- 
uired to meet the rigid specifications of the shuttle as determined 
by NASA. 

ARRL President Vic Clark, W4KFC is personally overseeing the 
progect for the League and it is expectec that all coordination for 
the amateur portion of the STS-9 mission will be handled through 
Bernard Glassmeyer, WOKDR, its Satellite Coordinator. AMSAT is 
also expectec to play a significant role as well. 

Garriott's Amateur operation from Columbia will be limited to 
the lower two Megahertz of the band in the interest of making 
this a world-wide good will mission, and to avoid "2O meter type" 
pile-ups on U.S. and Canadian repeater systems. The exact freq- 
uencies that will be used, as well as the proper procedure to work 
the spacecraft will be announced later. To avoid coniusion and 
pile-ups, several ideas are being considered, including the design- 
ation cf specific repeaters around the world to act as "gateway" 
Staticns through which all QSC's will be coordinated. 

The "approvals" for this. first manned space Amateur experiment 
have beer okayed by NASA in Houston and only await a final “green 
lignt" fron Washington. Credit for this "first" pelongs to the 
ARRL, along with Garriott and NBC Network news Correspondent Koy 
Neal, KobUs. :

The ARRL filed a petition for rulemaking 


These came from the ARRL Letter on November 30 requesting the FCC to ex- 
ercise its new authority to issue 10-year 


Amateur licenses (Vol. 1, No. 3). No RM 
number has been assigned to the petition 
at press time. 


If you've ever wondered why you covldn't get that special callsien, read 
the following as swived from the W5YI Report - - - 


There is no doubt that the present call sign assignment system was adopted not only to 
reduce costs, but to reduce the FCC temptation to assign calls not in keeping with the system. 
There were many documented cases where highly placed FCC Washington officials flagged 
certain call signs to be issued to individuals who were believed to be of "such caliber as they 
might lend prestige to the Amateur Radio Service." Prominent amateurs, electronics 
manufacturers, friends, FCC employees, industrialists... even an ambassador got "special 
consideration"... and special ham call signs. It should be pointed out that this was an unwritten 
policy of many years standing... even decades! It is also the policy of most foreign 
governments to this day. 


Everything would probably had been all right had the FCC's Chief of their Gettysburg 
licensing facility not been persuaded to "sell" amateur call signs at $100 a whack and upprade 
amateurs without taking the required examination. Investigation by the FBI on June 14, 1976, 
indicated that a local handicapped amateur, Robert W. Kirkham (W3BZU and K9APH) of 
Indianapolis was arranging for the improper issuance of amateur licenses through one Richard 
C. Zeigler, the Chief of Gettysburg's Special Licensing Section. Kirkham admitted "receiving 
money, goods or services in exchange for these favors." Kirkham had met Ziegler in 1964 when 


he stopped by Gettysburg to renew his license. In 1972, Ziegler agreed to upgrade Kirkham's 


amateur license and those of “worthy" friends without examination as a favor to Kirkham. 


After reviewing in the Call Book what he felt had to be improper call sign issuance by 
the government, another amateur (John R. Sheller, WA8ZDF, a Columbus, Ohio, Dentist) 
conspired with Richard Ziegler (and paid $100) to obtain the call sign, K8RZ. Shortly after that 
point, Ziegler went in the "call sign sales business" and had payments sent to a special post 
office box in exchange for specifie call sign assignments. Ziegler was prosecuted in 1977 by the 
government and sent to prison. It wasn't long after that the FCC started working on a new 
system _of assigning Amateur call signs. The result was the current “Amateur Station Call Sign 
Assignment System" released in early 1978. 
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from the back seat - - - 

It has been brought to our attention, via the gravevine, about some ob- 
gections to a recent guest editorial.

Some of my fondest memories are of two or three 
of Phil-Mont's "Ladies' Night"s, Although I didn't participate very 
much I thought the Bowling Parties were going on forever. But these also 
passed on quietly and peacefully, without fanfare. So, to SRU and ZPP 
and whoever else helped, don't let D&G bury you alive. Anything that is 
a labor of love (see previous editorial) can't be all bad. de w3ovst 
Many things got messed up, mixed uv and misvlaced concerning the vast 
three months' BLURB, not the least of which was "Sam's Corner."
